Th«* boys were being sought out by 
citizen* today for rewards. 
A wall of 
w ater that damaged 
three 
bridges, 
wrecked the power plants and faeto- 
ries and carried away a num ber of 
small buildings, isolated Iron River 
when the dam broke yesterday. 
Breaking of the Mud Lake «lam c a r­ 
ried away Iron I*ake dam when the 
wall of w ater rushed through. 
For 
hours the torrent raged through the 
valley, but toilay it lias diminished to 
a calm liilte stream not m ore than a 
rml wide. 
The four ton dynamo at the Iron 
River light and power plant was car- 
tied from the building and imbedded 


rods from the plant. 
A huge 
w ater wheel in the Upson fe«»d and 
flour mill was « arried awav, and the 
plant was operated by gasoline power 
today. 


S t a t e highway No. 10 was closed 
because the hr!dg«a was made im pass­ 
able.

T h e M in n e ap o lis J o u r n al has expressed a desire that it 
may bo able to correctly use 
t e r m s when writing of various groups 
who have c;ime to be classed under the general term, radical. The 
paper 
has adm itted that all of the groups cannot be classified by 
one term but that there is a common viewpoint underlying 
so many 
of them that it is dilficult to use any other term when speak ing of 
them. 
It would be mast helpful to the thought of readers if this 
distinction, suggested by the Journal as valuable and wise, were 
made by all writers, for the tendency to classify all those who ex­ 
press libera! ideas us radical contains a grave danger. 
Modern 
psychology has been insisting for some time that if one is im­ 
pressed by a certain assumed fact that is reiterated to one again 
and again there is a lik elihood that the hearer will believe the 
statement to be true whether it is or is not true. 
Therefore, if 
people who hold to progressive viewpoints are grouped together 
under the general term radical, anil are without exception desig­ 
nated by this teim, they will in time be lik ely to think of them 
selves as radicals. 
There is yet another reason why such loose terms should not 
he used. Those who have accepted a liberal viewpoint have done 
so by break ing away from the traditional viewpoint that has l>een 
presented to them by most of the voices speak ing in their environ­ 
ment. often they have tteen criticized, a nd ‘they are lik ely to tifid 
satisfaction, at times, in being classed as radical. 
Such a term 
sets them apart from the majority whom they consider hide-bound 
and ossified. 
The tendency to name all who are progressive by the common 
term radical carries within it a more serious danger than those 
already named, 
If the position is tak en, and such a position was 
tak en by the Lusk committee in the state of New York , that there 
is no difference between the socialists and the anarchists, the op­ 
position that attempts a defense of the government against extreme 
views is weak ened. The gravity of the danger that exists in the 
teaching of the disciples of communism and avowed bolshevism 
will not be realized by the people who have been told by the press, 
day after day, th it some neigh!.» r whom they respect, but who 
happens to lay claim to progressive views, is a radical and is to 
be classed with bolshevik i, communists and anarchists. 
The Lusk committee went still further and included pacifists 
within the term radical which the committee announced embrace 1 
all the other extremists named above. Therefore, when tin* people 
of Chicago whom Jane Adams has befriended read that this splen­ 
did American woman is classed with the others who come under 
this common term, they are not lik ely to feel that those who mak e 
up the radical class are any menace to either Chicago or ihe 
United States. 
However certain groups may disapprove of the opinions of 
certain other groups, they do not strengthen their'» opposition to 
the opinions of which they express their disapproval by calling the 
people in those other groups by false names. 
In the end calling 
names is ne t argument, anti even the uneducated have enough 
common sense to recognize this plain fact.

may be able to correctly use term s when writing of various groups 
who have come to be classed under the general term, radical. 
The 


paper has admitted that all of the groups cannot be classified by 
one term but that there is a common viewpoint underlying so many 
of them that it is difficult to use any other term when speaking of 


them. 


It would be most helpful to the thought of readers if this 
distinction, suggested by the Journal as valuable and wise, wen 
made by all writers, for the tendency to classify all those who ex 
press liberal ideas as ladical contains a grave danger. 
Modern 


psychology has been insisting for some time that if one is im­ 
pressed by a certain assumed fact that is reiterated to one again 
and again there is a likelihood that the hearer will believe the 
s t a t e m e n t to be true whether it is or is not true. 
Therefore, if 
people who hold to progressive viewpoints are grouped togethei 
under the gene:al term radical, and are without exception desig­ 
nated by this lei rn, they will in time be likely to think of them­ 
selves as radicals. 
There is yet another reason why such loose terms should not 
be used. 
Those who have accepted a liberal viewpoint have dom 
so by breaking away from the traditional viewpoint that has been 
presented to them by most of the voices speaking in their environ­ 
ment, often they have been criticized, arid’they are likely to find 
satisfaction, at times, in being classed as radical. 
Such a term 
sets them apart from the majority whom they consider hide-bound 
and ossified. 
The tendency to name all who are progressive by t he common 
term radical carries within it a more serious danger than those 
already named, 
lf the position is taken, and such a position was 
taken by the Lusk committee in the state of New York, that there 
is no difference between the socialists and the anarchists, the op­ 
position that attempts a defense of the government against extreme 
views is weakened. 
The gravity of the danger that exists in the 
teaching of the disciples of communism and avowed bolshevism 
will not be realized by the people who have been told by the press, 
day after day, thor some neighbor whom they respect, but who 
happens to lay claim to progressive views, is a radical and is to 
be classed with bolshevik!, communists and anarchists. 
The Lusk committee went still further and included pacifists 
within the term radical which the committee announced embraced 
all the other extremists named 'above. Therefore, when the people 
of Chicago whom Jane Adams has befriended read that (his splen­ 
did American woman is classed with the others who come under 
this common term, they are not likely tit feel that those who make 
up the radical class are any menace* to either Chicago or the 
United States. 
However certain groups may disapprove of tin* opinions of 
certain other groups, they do not strengthen th eir'opposition to 
the opinions of which they express their disapproval by calling the 
people in those other groups by false names. 
In the end calling 
names is not argument, and even the uneducated have enough 
common sense to recognize this plain fact.
